GRAPE-GROWERS SEE 
THE HANDWRITING 


Yesterday the Grape Growers Associa- 
tion started 250 workers out in the field, 
obtaining signatures to place the Romin- 
ger liquor and saloon-closing measure 
on the ballot for neXt year as an initiative 
measure on the part of the people, and 
that it will be so placed is a certainty. 
They have to get 75,000 attested signa- 
tures, and expect to get twice that many. 

The Rominger bill was defeated in the 
last legislature through the usual work 
and methods of the liquor interests and 
whisky dealers. We all know what those 
methods are—mostly bribery. While it 
could not be proven, there is no doubt in 
the minds of the péeple but what enough 
members of the State Assembly were 
bought outright, like coffee and sugar in 
the scales, with money put up by the liquor 
interests, not only state but national. 

Our person experience in legislatures 
has given us the positive knowledge that 
enough members are always for sale to 
.defeat or pass any kind of measure, it 
money enough is offered,,and that the 
same holds true in California is proven 
by the fact that the Rominger bill had a 
majority in the Assembly up to the clos- 
ing hours before the vote was taken, when 

the booze interests got busy with their 
corrupting loby. 

Men have been killed for selling out 
their constituency, in times past, but now 
days they do it so adroitly and secretly 
that the crime cannot be proven on them, 

and so they get by. How any man ean 
deliberately sell his manhood and honor 
for a few dirty dollars, is more than any- 
one with’ any such traits can under- 
stand, but it is too true. However, it 
never does them any good. Such chick- 
ens always come home to roost, and they 
seldom get enough out of it to pay them 
for the loss they suffer in self respect and 
the confidence of those who honored them. 

Not being able to trust its legislature, 
the people have taken the matter in their 
own hands, and will place the bill on the 
ballot by initiative, and then vote for it 
and carry it at the election, which will be 
an awful rebuke to the members of the 
Assembly who switched their votes at 
the last minute. 

The people of California are determin- 
ed that saloons must go, and that’s all 
there is to it. There is not a shadow of 
doubt but what the Rominger measure will 
carry, and by a handsome majority. This 
is proven by the grape growers of the state 
getting behind it. They realized that if 
they did not help the people ditch the sa- 
loons absolute bone dry prohibition would 
result and their industry would suffer. 
The wine manufactures and breweries are 
also beginning to see the light in the same 
way—they must choose between the saloon 
and the people—between booze and their 
own interests.
